For  students,  going  to  the  library  to 
do  research  can  be  a  frustrating  experi- 
ence. Although  our  library  here  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  is  well  stocked, 
there  will  be  times  when  looking  for  the 
right  book  or  periodical  will  seem 
futile. 

Located  on  the  second  floor,  hidden 
away  in  a  small  corner  office,  is  the 
Interlibrary  Loan  Department.  This  lit- 
tle-known asset  brings  a  worldwide  net- 
work of  libraries  to  your  fingertips. 
Mary  Leger,  interlibrary  loan  coordina- 
tor, processes  student  and  faculty 
requests  for  materials  that  are  not  local- 
ly available.  She  can  be  considered  our 
own  literary  detective. 

Working   through   the   Online 


With  the  help  of  the  Interlibrary 
Loan  Department,  students 
learn  that  research  does  not 
have  to  be  a  daunting  task. 

Computer  Library  Center  network,  she 
can  access,  borrow  and  send  just  about 
any  available  published  material.  "This 
service  has  always  been  a  library  func- 
tion," Leger  said.  "But  now,  with  the 


help  of  electronic  technology,  books, 
periodicals,  microfilm  ...  can  be  located 
and  borrowed  through  the  system." 
This  service  can  be  invaluable  to  any- 
one researching  a  paper,  writing  for 
publication  or  setting  up  course  materi- 
al. 

Access  to  this  worldwide  network  is 
as  easy  as  filling  out  a  request  form. 
These  forms  are  available  from  the 
front  desk  or  the  loan  office  of  the 
library.  Once  the  completed  form  is 
processed,  Leger  and  her  staff  of  work- 
study  students  do  the  rest.  First,  any 
material  available  at  FSC  is  found  and 
stocked,  or  in  some  cases  photocopied. 
If  not  locally  available,  the  request  is 
then  processed  into  the  OCLC  network.

Required  text?  Some  students  just  don't  buy  it

I  do  not  buy  books,  because  I  believe 
in  the  following  scenario:  A  typical  stu- 
dent will  pay  over  $200  for  textbooks  in 
a  given  semester.  Then,  when  it  comes 
to  "cashing  the  books  in,"  that  same 
student  will  be  lucky  to  walk  away  with 
$25. 

Why  does  this  happen? 

Well-  most  of  us  have  heard  the  spe- 
cific reasons  for  this.  Our  new,  over- 
priced books  quickly rvi  J  M I  FW1  1  ■ 
become  "replaced.  "■■"■■■■■■ 
with  new  editions  (which  have  been 
produced  during  the  semester!)  with 
slightly  more  information.  This  new 
information  (sometimes  only  equaling 
about  a  paragraph  of  so  of  "the  latest 
news"),  leads  to  the  worthlessness  of, 
let's  say,  your  biology  text,  for  which 
you  may  have  paid  $85  new! 

Yes,  there  are  circumstances  when 
we  get  cash  back,  even  on  "used 
books."  But  once  again,  there  is  no  jus- 
tice to  paying  $35  for  a  "used"  text 
when  you  receive  $5  in  return. 

So,  what  can  we  do  about  this?  I 
know  what  I  am  doing-  I  am  certainly 
not  buying.  But  students  continue  to 
buy.  A  majority  of  students  buy  books 
because  their  instructors  tell  them  to  do 


so.  And 
then,  the 
text  does  not  "■", 
even  have  to 
be  opened  at 
all  during  a 
semester, 
because  all 
the  instruc- 
tor's tests 
were  based 
on  the  notes 
given  in 
class!  I 

know      that 
this  specific 

example  of  unused  books  may  appear 
to  be  atypical-  but  it  is  fact. 

Any  college  official  or  guidance 
counselor  who  truly  supports  students 
should  just  ask  students  if  they  truly  use 
all  their  textbooks.  Some  students  may 
be  honest  and  remark  that  they  may 
only  use  two  out  of  the  five  over-priced 
textbooks. 

This  is  a  college  phenomenon,  that  I 
believe  is  truly  unjust.  Students  are  not 
exactly  wealthy  people;  most  do  not 
have  tons  of  "petty  cash."  So  why  do 
some  instructors  make  it  a  "cardinal 
sin"  if  a  student  fails  to  purchase  an 
insanely  priced  text? 


I  am  not  trying  to  start  a  rebellion 
that  would  lead  to  students  not  purchas- 
ing books!  Nor  would  I  even  attempt  to 
carry  through  with  that. 

What  I  do  want  to  address  is  that 
sometimes  students  should  be  informed 
that  it  is  not  a  MUST  to  purchase  a  text 
for  a  certain  instructor's  class.  If  our 
instructors  really  do  want  us  all  to  suc- 
ceed, our  instructors  could  perhaps  give 
students  opportunities  to  borrow  extra 
texts.  (Extra  texts  are  supposed  to  be 
available  for  students  who  truly  cannot

Interlibrary  loan  comes  to  the  rescue

Although  this  includes  libraries  world- 
wide. Leger  has  some  favorites  that 
offer  a  greater  range  of  services:  the 
libraries  at  Harvard  University, 
Dartmouth,  and  UCLA,  for  example,  as 
well  as  the  British  Library.  The  request- 
ed material  is  located  and  then  shipped 
to  FSC.  usually  within  seven  to  10 
days. 

Leger  can  locate  rare,  specialty  col- 
lections and  concentrated  material 
many  people  would  not  even  know 
existed. 

"My  biggest  patrons  are  nursing  stu- 
dents, those  studying  the  sciences  and 
faculty  research  for  course  preparation 
and  publication."  Leger  said. 
'Approximately  60  percent  of  loans  are 


books  and  40  percent  photocopies  from 
periodicals."  As  part  of  the  OCLC  sys- 
tem, the  FSC  Interlibrary  Loan 
Department  filled  over  2.000  requests 
and  has  loaned  out  about  4.000  pieces 
of  material  to  other  network  members, 
according  to  1998  statistics. 

This  small  but  very  busy  service  is  a 
valuable  resource  for  all  FSC  students, 
faculty  and  staff. 

So  if  you  are  looking  for  that  hard- 
to-find  passage  or  rare  subject  material, 
the  interlibrary  loan  office  is  the  place 
to  go.  From  foreign-language  material 
to  custom  specialty  searches,  Leger  has 
the  experience  and  know-how  to  access 
the  right  resources  to  help  you  find  just 
what  you  are  looking  for.

Students  get  a  kick  out  of  Tae-Bo

Tae-Bo  -  the  combination  of  karate, 
boxing  and  aerobic  dance  that  found 
fame  in  Los  Angeles  -  is  gaining  enthu- 
siastic support  here  in  the  Bay  State.

"The  tapes  are  very  easy  to  follow, 
and  my  girlfriends  and  I.  we  all  just 
have  a  great  time  encouraging  each 
other,  making  sure  we're  all  getting  a 
good  workout."  Fallon  said. 

According  to  Fallon  her  friends 
agree  that  Tae-Bo  promotes  self-confi- 
dence and  physical  strength,  as  well  as 
a  great  feeling  of  accomplishment.  "I 
personally  believe  Tae-Bo  is  a  great 
exercise  entity.  I  would  recommend  it 
to  anyone."  Fallon  said.

The  juxtaposition  of  slow  and  fast- 
paced  scenes  seemed  to  slow  down  the 
movie  in  parts. 

Director  Martin  Scorcese  uses  bril- 
liant camera  angles  to  put  the  viewer 
into  Pierce's  shoes.  The  viewer  should 
note  the  interesting  technique  that 
Scorcese  incorporated  of  overexposing 
the  film  stock  to  create  an  ethereal  glow 
about  Cage. 

If  Cage  is  truly  playing  a  "savior" 
figure,  then  why  not  make  him  appear 
as  Christ-like  as  you  can?
